The man, who wishes to remain anonymous “for now,” 
says he overheard officers “laughing and talking about how 
they knocked the fight out ofa -nigger’by-pistot-whipping 
him, July 7, the night of Ray’s arrest. 

The informant says he was being detained in a holding 
room, awaiting interogation on separate charges for which 
he had been arrested, when he heard the laughter. He added

The Black Caucus on 
Drugs continues to seek 
ways of gaining input into 
drug abuse programs in the 
community and to help sus- 
tain the Blackmans’ Develop- 
ment Center (BDC). 

Recent meetings of the 
Caucus, according to the 
Rev. John Frazer, associate 
minister, First AME Zion 
Church, have been_devoted 
to planning of strategy and 
exploring ways of raising fi- 
nances. 

Earlier the Caucus had 
pledged to withhold its sup- 
port from any drug program 
planned for the community 
unless community represen- 
tation is included in the pro- 
gramming and community 
ideas are incorporated into 
the designing of any treat- 
ment centers.

Regained After 2-Day 
Disappearance

A harrowing disappearance 
case was solved last Monday, 
Aug. 7, when a missing east- 
side babysitter and a 10 
month old boy turned up safe 
and sound. 

Mr. and Mrs. Roy Thomas 
Hickman Jr. 455 N. Ohio Ave., 
Said. their frantic weekend 
search for their son Roy 
Lamont, ended at about 10:30 
a.m. when the babysitter, 
identified as Anna Peoples, 
453. N. Ohio Ave. 
telephoned to tell them that 
she was at home. 


——Miss..Peoples_.to.date—has— 


not informed anyone of 
where she went for the 
weekend; during which time 
the Columbus police and the 
parents searched for her and 
the child, and the local 
newspapers and broadcast 
Stations appealed for help in, 
the search, the father said. 

Mrs. Hickman said when 
Miss Peoples called Monday 
morning, “We immediately 
notified police, who accom- 
panied us next door to get 
the baby." 

The parents said thus far 
no charges have been filed 


against the babysitter. “We 
told the police we were not 
concerned with any charges 
against her (Miss Peoples), 
Hickman said, ‘We just wan- 
ted the baby back.” 

He added that charges 
would have been considered 
in_ the event the baby had 
suffered ill health from the 
experience. “We took him to 
the doctor at noon on the day 
we got him back,” Mrs. Hick- 
man said, “He is fine except 
for a slight cold.” 

The Hickman's said Miss 
Peoples had been watching 
the child for about a month 
and a-hait'She-had-been ex- 
tremely kind," Hickman said, 
“And when | told her that | 
was going to take my wife out 
to dinner last Friday, she 
volunteered to take care of 
Lamont.’ 

Mrs. Hickman said from 


now on her sister will watch_ 


their son. Her sister presently 
watches their two year old 
daughter Octavia. 

Hickman is a 1969 East 
High School graduate and 
was a member of the school’s 
championship basketball 
team of that year.

“At 10 to .20 percent a per- 
son would be_ confused, 
dizzy, staggering disoriented, 
might -be showing fear or 
anger, exaggerated emotions 
and slurred speech, and he 
would not be able to see well 
or distinguish colors. 

“At .20 to .30 percent a per- 
son would be in a stupor, 
very apathetic and a lot of 
inertia, unable to stand, walk 
or coordinate his big 
muscles, Might have vomiting 
or incompetence. 

“From .30 to .45 percent 
the person could be in a 
coma, little or no reflexes, un- 
conscious, subnormal tem- 
perature, circulation down, 
approaching death. Over .45 
is_a_danger_of death—from 
respiratory paralysis.”

Medical Genocide 


If and when America tires of its 
“race problem,’ one can depend 
upon it that the forthcoming exer- 
cise in genocide will not follow the 
blatant pattern of the Third Reich.

Committee. 

King,. it may: be recalled, spearheaded 

movement-that-resuitéd in the- election 
of the first Black woman. from Ohio to a 
‘seat on the National Democratic Commit- 
tee during a clo caucus at:the con- 
vention. in: Miami Beach three weeks ago. 
Cleveland Councilwoman Carol McClen- 
don and Joseph Cole, Cleveland banker, 
both supporters of Sen. Hubert Hum- 
phrey's bid for the presidential 


nomination, were elected to the DNC by — 


the caucus attended only Humphrey 
delegates. 

This closed caucus action drew- angry 
and loud protests from the delegates on 
the slate of Sen. George McGovern who 


_ insisted that they should have had a 


voice in selecting DNC. members. This 
dispute was settled by an agreement to 
select four more DNC members at a later 
meeting in Ohio. 

King, prior to the meeting last Saturday 


_in Columbus, alleged that LaVelle illegal- 


ly sought certification of Mrs. Doris 
Rankin of Cincinnati and Sen: M. Morris 
Jackson and Sheldon Shecter of Cleve-- 
land for ONC seafs. Mrs. Rankin headed 
a group of young McGovern delegates at 
the convention. Jackson, who like Mrs. 
Rankin is black, was one of eight dele- 
gates from the 21st district, pledged to 
former Cleveland Mayor Car! B. Stokes, 
but who later switched to Sen. Mc- 
Govern. ‘ 

This controversy ‘is expected to have 
been amicably settled by the time this 
column is published, but it is doubtful if 
the King-LaVaile vendetta will end there, 
for their logger-headness appears too 
deep and had advanced too far fora 
peaceful! settlement. 

But while the King-LaVelle dispute is 
of state and national significance, Nelson 
Lancione, the recently installed Franklin 
County Democratig chairman, and 
‘George Twyford, the man he unseated, 
are doing their own thing, which smacks

Missing Facts 


_Two witnesses Swore that Harry was 
the-man--who~had-robbed-the-super: 
market, and a jury found him guilty of 
the crime. Not until after the verdict did 
Harry’s lawyer find out that two other 
witnesses had told police Harry was 
definitely not the man. 

Was this:grounds for overturning the 
verdict? The prosecutor didn't think so, 
» “We are not obliged to do the other 
side's homework-for-them,” he told the 
court. ‘If they failed to dig up this infor- 
mation on their own, that is just too 
bad." 

But the court ruled that the verdict 
could not stand. The judge said the 
purpose of a trial is not merely to 
punish the guilty but also to free the in- 
nocent. 

This is a general principle of law, 
reinforced by the Canons of Ethics of 
the American Bar Association. A prose- 
cutor must not suppress evidence 
capable of establishing the innocence 
of the accused. 

The principle applies not only to guilt 
itself but also to the degree of guilt. 
Consider this case; 

A man was charged with murder. 
During the trial, the prosecutor with- 
held testimony that the defendant had 
been drunk at the time of the slaying. 

Admittedly, this testimony could not 
have cleared the defendant. But at least 
it coyld have reduced the crime from 
first to second degree murder. Rever- 

-sing thé-guilty-verdict,-a-higher-court 
said the trial was incomplete without 
the missing fact of intoxication.

Barriers To Black Voting 


This year's election could be one of 
the most crucial of the century, an elec- 
tion in which decisions will be made 
that could affect the course this nation 
takes for the next decade or so. but 
millions of citizens will be robbed of 
their right-to participate in the vital 
electoral process that affects their lives. 

This is because the right to vote has 
been burdened by complicated and 
cumbersome registration procedures 
that. in effect. exclude poor people and 
minorities from the ballot. 

_ The South has always been pointed — 


to as the region that kept black people 
from voting. The landmark Voting 
Rights Act of 1965 helped to change 
that. although some parts of the South 
will set up roadblocks. But a new 
research study by the National Urban 
League. “Abridging the Right to Vote.” 


“PRI TSA any nestrarn-and western 


communities are just as reluctant to en- 
courage full citizen: participation in 
elections today, as the South has been 
historically. 

It is well known that there is a smaller 
voter turnout for American elections 
than for those of other Western coun- 
tries. The popular explanation for this 
has always stressed voter apathy, but it 
is now apparent that the real reason is 
the external impediments placed in the 
path of many people. 

These barriers are especially 
significant in the inner-city and. in 
smaller metropolitan areas. Residency 
requirements are among the most effec- 
tive means of keeping citizens away 
from the polling booth. Some 33 states 
have. rules requiring one year's 
residence in the state before one can 
vote, and most states have the same 
one-year rule for residence in the 
county: or the precinct. 

It is wel! known that we are the most 
mobile country in the world, but elec- 
tion” officials still cling to residency 
requirements_more suited to the old 
New England town meeting style’ of 
government. It_is- clear that stich 
unreasonable residency requirements

The registration process itself is a 
formidable barrier to voting: In many 
States, registration ENDS two months or 
more before the elections -- that-is, well 
before the publicity of the campaigns 
Stimulates voter interest. In many 
States, registration ends well before the 
primaries, cutting even more potential 
ears from the rolls. 

_ Most year-round registration- offices, 
are only open. from.9 to 5. thus effec- 
tively preventing working people and 
the poor from registering. Not many 
people are willing or able to lose a 
day's pay to register: Many cities open 
temporary registration offices with 
evening or weekend basco atrad 
period. but these are open for only a 
few days and there is so little publicity 
that most people never even know 
about them. 

Since registration offices are located

Sometimes we will have to ride with the 
Democrats, sometimes with the 
Republicans, sometimes we must. ride 
with both of them. 

Voting i& not the only decisive issue 
we face as black Americans today. 
We've got to get into the driver's seat of 
political action. We've got to become 
the vortex of political motion and draw 
both parties towards our influence and 
power. 

Let's-not- become deceived by ‘“‘com- 
mercial” politics; let's become realistic 
and match it up with sound 
organizational strategy which moves us 
closer to the center of the political 
processes, and removes us from depen- 
dence upon promises ... promises ... 
promises and naive idealism.

The woman expecting a baby forthe 


first time is;usually very curious about 
what happens to her and what she does 
in those eventful hours before and during 
the birth of her child. Her physician can 
answer her questions, of course. though 
nowadays many doctors suggest that 
useful information about childbirth can 
be obtained by attending a series of 
prenatal classes. 

Once these classes were mainly for the 
prupose of preparing the mother to take 
care of her baby. More and more, prena- 
tal classes emphasize instruction to pre- 
pare the mother for labor and delivery, 

Some women still have a misunder- 
standing about prenatal classes and 
“natural childbirth.” the term describing 
a program of education and exercises to 


help the laboring mother etconiten enj3yi% 


her delivery. They think of natural child- 
birth as absolutely.denying any form of 
anesthetic or relief from pain. They have 
a false impression. While prenatal 
classes usually offer some variation of 
the natural chilbirth ideas and exercises, 
their main function is to make childbirth 
more interesting and enjoyable by having 
the mother know more about what is hap- 
pening so she is more comfortable 
throughout the whole event. 

When a couple is expecting their first 
bdby, the father is often invited to attend 
prenatal classes along with the mother- 
to-be. This acquaints him with labor and 
delivery too. and trains him to help in 
emergencies and premature labor ef- 
ficiently and camly. An expectant father 
who doesn’t panic is a big help. 
_Both parents get information that they 
might otherwise hesitate asking the doc-

— A typical class schedule consists of 
six two-hour weekly sessions covering 
topics such as anatomy and physiology. 
labor and delivery. breast feeding, for- 
mula preparation and Care of the baby 
Most classes conducted in hospitals in- 
clude a tour of the maternity facilities. In 
addition to discussing these topics and 
answering parents’ questions, each 
session often features a series of pro- 
gressive relaxation exercisés and 
training in-proper breathing. 

Typical exercises that mothers learn in 
class and practice at home throughout 
pregnancy include muscle 
ching, muscle contraction and regulated 
breathing. Control of breathing is very 
important during jabor, for a mother can 
often lessen the discomfort of contrac- 
tions by breathing slowly and deeply or 
by panting briskly and shallowly. Con- 
tractions are also less disturbing when 
the mother Knows how to contract and 
relax other muscles in time with the con- 
tractions of the uterus:

“Having the right attitude is 
the key to learning math,” ac- 
cording to Dr. Arnold Ross, 
chairman of the mathematics 
department, Ohio State Uni- 
versity. 

Horizons Unlimited, funded 
by the Office of Economic 
Opportunity (OEO), spon-

the Ohio State University

ment, reflects Dr. Ross’ belief. 

Growing out of Dr. Ross’ 
work with CMACAO’s New 
Careers program which is 
designed to provide job op- 
portunities through higher 
education, Horizons Un- 
limited is being implemented 
to develop the mathematical 
ability of inner-city young- 


sters and increase their ap- 
preciation of math and 
science. 

“Early in his. work with the 
New Careers program, Dr. 
Ross realized that the college 


environment and upper level 
math would- be both un- 
familiar and: intimidating to 
the New Careers participants. 
“| thought that the’ course 
should give the students 
some idea of how a mathema- 
tician “lives “and works, in 
addition to establishing the 
‘relationship between mathe- 
matics and science,” he said.

to continue working with 
their children. “It seems that 
as they gained insight into 
the role of mathematics in 
today's technological society, 
they became eager to give 
their children the kind of ex- 
perience which they felt had 
been denied them until so 
very late in life,” Dr. Ross ex- 


plained. 
The’ chairman of ‘OSU's 
mathematics , .denartment 


complied with “the students’ 
request by helping to estab- 
lish a mathematical “Sunday 
School." Together with a 
number of other OSU math 
instructors, Dr. Ross met with 
the children of these students 
each Saturday, and as word 
of the program spread, the 
number of children grew. 

Recognizing the need to 
expand and give a more for- 
mal structure to the’ Sunday 
School” program, “Dr. Ross 
worked with Tim Dempsey, 
current CMACAO director of 
administration, to develop 
and submit a proposal which 
became known. as “Horizons 
Unlimited” to OEO: Having 
received their approval and a 
grant of $30,000, the OSU 
math department, together 
with CMACAQO, is in the pro- 
cess of implementing the pro- 
gram. 

‘‘We cannot afford to 
neglect thé responsibility for 
the discovery and nurturing 
of talent from a broad range 
of socio-economic back- 
grounds and at all levels of 
sophistication,” Dr. Ross 
remarked.
